They will usually do a better job 
breeding and cost less money than 
those bought in the spring. 

|* If you can provide grazing, it 
might be profitable to buy mixed 
lambs, which should run approx- 
imately half ewes and half weth- 
ers.

STATE POPULATION 
PREDICTIONS ۸۸۰ 


Mississippi's population’ will he 
2,303,000 in 1960 and 2,383,000 
in 1965, according to projected 
population estimates made by the 
Federal Bureau of Census. The 
state’s population as recorded for 
the 1950 census was 2,178,914. 
Thus the census bureau’s figur- 
es indicate a continuing steady 
population growth for the Mag- 
nolia State. The projections are 
based upon use of a “ratio” meth- 
od which involves comparison of 
the state’s population with those 
of the country as a whole for 
the period between 1940 and 1950. 
This ratio is then applied to 
the projected population figure 
for the United States for any 
given year thereby arriving at the 
projected population figure for 
each individual state.

He must also have 
a dependable source of outside 
income. Thése loans wil} assist 
farmers who own small farms and 
rent additional land and small 
farm owners who depend on off- 
farm employment for part of their 
income. The credit can be used 
to improve land and buildings. 

The interest rates and terms 
of repayment of Farm Ownership 
loans are 4% percent interest 
with loans repayable, based on 
the farmer’s ability to retire the 
debt, over ` periods up to 40 
years, 

Mr. Merrell stated that funds 
are available for the 1958 fiscal 
year in Mississippi through Far- 
mers Home Administration, for 
making Soil and Water Conser- 
vation loans to encourage and 
help farmers in the improvement, 
protection and proper use of farm- 
land by providing adequate fi- 
nancing for soil conservation; wa- 
ter development, conservation, 
and use; and drainage. While the 
allotment of direct funds for this 
type of loan to Mississippi is only 
$60,000, the majority of these 
loans is made from insured funds. 
To date funds have been available 
from private investors to supply 
the necessary funds, which are 
fully insured by the Governent. 
My. Merrell announced that ade- 
quate funds are available for 
making Farm Housing loans dur- 
ing the fiscal year through Far. 
mers Home Administration. These 
loans are made for periods up 
to 33 years at 4 percent interest 
and are made to eligible farm 
owners who are otherwise unable 
to advance needed housing and 
other building improvements. 

These loans are made to pro- 
vide decent, safe and sanitary 
farm dwellings and other essen- 
tial farm buildings to farm own- 
ers who cannot obtain the credit 
they need from other sources. 

Applieations and information 
for all real estate loans made 
by Farmers Home Administra- 
tion may be obtained in the Coun- 
ty Office of Farmers Home Ad. 
ministration may be obtained in 
the counties in which applicants 
own and expect to improve farms.

Indications are for a gen- 
erally good corn crop, despite 
dry weather, Farmers are advised 
to harvest the corn as soon as it is 
sufficiently dry to prevent field 
damage from rats, birds ang rot.
